D uring the past 
14 years, 50 per 
cent more babies’ lives have been 
saved, and this saving is ascribed 
to better pre-natal care for all 
m others, rich, poor and in the m id­ 
dle brack ets. 
A fte r the child is born, the care 
and especially the diet of the in­ 
fant should be supervised. 
The 
baby's w eight should be noted re g­ 
ularly as an index to its norm al 
grow th. C hildren in Connecticut 
are all required to be vaccinated 
a ga inst sm allpox and d iphtheria 
before entering school. (O f course, 
at an earlier age is really best but 
at least the S tate can require pa r ­ 
ents to have their children vac­ 
cinated before entering school.) 
M others and fa the rs do not w ait 
until the baby is sick before call­ 
ing a doctor. T here are clinics for 
regular exam inations to w ard off 
sickness. 
Especially emphasized 
are dental clinics,
